to appoint all postmasters subject 
only to provisions of the civil serv- 
ice and classification acts. | 

This would mean that the time- 
honored custom of the President 
appointing first, second and third | 
class postmasters—of whom there 
are about 21,000—would be aban- 
doned.

Postmasters theoretically have 
been under the civil service sys- 
tem for some time. But legisla- 
tors frequently have had a hand 
in picking one of the first three 
passing the examination and, 
furthermore, the Senate for years 
has had final say on confirmation. 
Fourth class postmasters are ap- 
pointed by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral and do not have to be con- 
firmed. These are for the smaller 
offices. 

Follows Hoover Report. 

The new legislation requested by 
Truman is in line with a recom- 
mendation of the Government Re- 
organization Commission headed 
by former President Hoover. 

To put the $600,000,000 Post Of- 
fice Department on a more ef- 
ficient and business-like basis, the 
President urged anew that postal 
rates be brought in line with in- 
creased costs of operation. He pre- 
dicted @ deficit for the fiscal year 
1950 starting July 1, on the basis 
of current rates, of more than

Life-saving lessons which Mrs.

Robert Hosto was unconscious 
and his body was turning blue 
when his’ mother pulled him out 
of a swimming pool yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the home of Mrs. Die- 
trich Hedenkamp Sr. on Rott road 
near Kirkwood. Placing the boy 
face down on the ground, she went 
to work with artificial respiration, 
and after five minutes of alter- 
nately pressing and releasing his 
lower ribs, Robert~- groamed and 
began to breathe. 

By the time the Kirkwood Fire 
Department arrived with oxygen, 
the boy had regained conscious- 
ness, 

Mrs. Hosto, who lives at 40 Hill- 
vale drive, Clayton, was in a wom- 
en’s y which had rented the 
privaté pool for the afternoon. She 
was in deep water watching her 
10-year-old son, Richard, dive from. 
a springboard when she observed 
Robert lying face down at the 
shallow end of the pool. 

Since Robert, who is learning to 
swim, likes to hold his breath and 
float in this position, she was not 
alarmed, she said, but when she 
swam to his side she noticed he 
was turning blue, 

Mrs. Hosto had studied life-sav- 
ing and first aid before her mar- 
riage, when she served as a coun- 
selor and swimming instructor at 
a girls’ camp im Wisconsin. After 
giving her son artificial respira- 
tion, she wrapped him in towels, 
and the boy opened his eyes when 
given a whiff of spirits of am- 
monia. 

Robert’s father, who is a physi- 
cian, was summoned from his of- 
fice. He accompanied the boy to 
Missouri Pacific Hospital, where 
Robert was held for observation.

LIVING COST DIPS 
SLIGHTLY IN MONTH 
ENDING ON MAY 15 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP)-— 
The cost of living nosed slightly 
downward in the month ended 
May 15. The Bureau of Labor’ 
Statistics said today its index de- 
clined three-tenths of one per cent 
for the month. 

In mid-April the index had ad-

Licensing of 200 Patents— 
Ownership Unchanged. 


TOLEDO, June 24 (AP)—Terms 
for a settlement of the fiberglass 
anti-trust suit, which has never 
reached the trial stage, were ap- 

roved yesterday by United States 

istrict Judge Frank L. Kloeb. 

Defendants were the Owens- 
Cornin~ Fiberglass Corp., and its 
joint ecrr-rete owners, the Owens- 


Tilinois Glass of Toledo and the 
a a Glass Works of Corning, 

They were charged by the United 
States ent of Justice Sept. 
10, 1947, with creating a monopoly 
in the production of fibrous glass 
and glass fiber products. 

The settlement was in the form 
of a consent decree signed by 
Judge Kloeb. In it, the defendant 
companies are spared from the 
complete break-up originally 
sought by the Government. 

The Department of Justice had 
asked that Owens-Illinois and 
Corning both be required to sell 
all their stock in Fiberglas, and. 
that Fiberglas be required to: sell 
as many of its plants as would be 
necessary “to establish indepen- 
dent and competitive business 
units in the glass fiber industry.”

It is 
from this boat that incoming 
ships pick up river pilots who 
bring the ships into the Yangtze 
and up the Whangpoo to Shang- 
hai. En route to sea the pilots 
take the ships as far as the pilot 
boat.

This, would mean a, reduction of 
$195 for each teacher. 

Missouri, he added, has lagged 
behind most other states in in- 
creasing school appropriations. He 
said Missouri allotments increase 
96 ner cent between 1940 and 1949, 
as compared to the national in- 
crease of 149 per cent. 

The avérage teacher’s salary in 
Missouri this year’ is $471 below 
the national average. . 

In 193940 the difference Was 
only $256, Dr. Cheek reported. 

The appropriations committee is 
expected to take action next Mon- 
day on the teachers’ request for 
a stpplemental. school approcia- 
tion Last year the Legislature 
gave the schools $2,500,000 inaddi- 
tion to the usual allotment of one- 
third of all state general revenues. 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate yesterday a bill appro- 
priating $30,502,708 in state post- 
war surplus funds for construc- 
tion of new buildings and repairs 
and additions to.present  struc- 
tures at state universities and col- 
leges, state mental hospitals and 
other institutions. 

Included- are $12,712,063 {in re- 
appropriations of expenditures 
previously authorized, and $17,- 
790,645 in proposed new buildings 
and improvements.

Val Peterson (Rep.), Neb- 
raska, said rather plaintively that 
it was “a mighty hot day in 
August” when the resolution was 
framed and that they were “try- 
ing to reverse a trend.” The bat- 
tle was led, however, by Gov.

Bracken Lee (Rep.), Utah, mem- 
ber of the Mormon Church which

“If that ground is to be held 
and if the advance is to be con- 
tinued, those efforts must be con- 
tinued. 

“There is no such thing as 
standing still in this operation. 
You either move forward or you 
move back. If we are going to 
move forward, we must move for- 
ward with new effort, with re- 
newed determination. 

“We must ratify the Atlantic 
pact. We must get on with the 
military assistance program, we 
must do these other essential 
things which are now before the 
Congress. 

“It is my conviction that the} 
people of Europe are prepared to 
move forward with great courage 
and great determination, They 
hope and expect that we will do! 
likewise. If we do, then I think 
the power and influence of the 
West will continue to grow. This 
will result in a greater possibility 
of solving the questions we did not 
solve at Paris. 

“If we don’t, I think we are 
going to slip back.” 


Report on China. 


Acheson said the State Depart- 
ment is working on an extensive 
report on American relations with 
China over the last several years 
and in comment on Senate criti- 
cism about the assignment of 
American ambassadors to Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary, he said 
that it is important for the United 
States to maintain diplomatic ob- 
servation posts in those countries. 

On still another aspect of the 
east-west conflict, he indorsed the 
recent formation by private citi- 
zens of a Committee for Free 
Europe which has as a purpose 
assistance to refugees from the 
countries under Communist con- 
trol. 

Acheson pledged that the United 
States would “do everything it can” 
through the Palestine Conciliation 
Commisson to find a basis for a 
settlement of the Jewish-Arab 
trouble in Palestine. He said that 
the commission may have to ad- 
journ its work for a brief period 
to permit the interested govern- 
ments to consider the situation.

Crucial State Department Debate 
Over U.S: Policy on Indochina 


Issue Is Whether Far Eastern Division Will 
Actively Support Emperor Bao Dai or 
Lag as It Did on China.

CRUCIAL debate is now going on within the State Department. 
The issue can be crudely stated as follows:

policy this country has been following in the rest of the world for 
the last four years? The outcome, it may be added, is still in doubt. 


A symptom, a passing sputter 
from this debate, was the guard- 
ed statement issued by the State 


i:Department on Tuesday, express- 


ing cool but not unfriendly inter- 
est in the new government being 
established in Indochina by the 
Emperor Bao Dai. This sort of 
thing must seem immensely re- 
mote and trivial to the average 
American. But the unfortunate 
truth is that this sort of thing 
may later turn out to have all the 
importance of war or peace. 

In brief, as reports from the 
scene have indicated in this space, 
the Communist power in Asia has 
reached the uttermost limits of 
safety. If the Soviet Union can 
extend its sphere beyond China, 
into Indochina, a chain reaction 
will become highly probable. All 
of Southeast Asia will be threat- 
ened. If Southeast Asia goes, Ja- 
pan and India will be immediately 
menaced. And if this situation 
arises, the odds on war will be 
far better than even. It is tire- 
some to rehearse this series of 
grim probabilities, yet they must 
be daily borne in mind. 


Indochina Is Key. 


Indochina is the key, for two 
reasons. First, it is the state in 
Southeast Asia most accessible to 
China. And second, French folly 
has caused the Communist-nation- 
alist movement of Ho Chi-minh to 
gain’ great strength among the 
Indochinese. The new regime of 
Bao Dai is the last chance to win 
over the Indochinese people to an 
independent, non-Communist gov- 
ernment. On all sides it is ac- 
knowledged that if Bao Dai fails, 
Ho Chi-minh will succeed. 


Such are the bleak basic facts. 
The debate in the State Depart- 
ment concerns the extent of 
American support to be given to 
the new Bao Dai regime. As has 
also been reported from the scene 
of this space, Bao Dai is almost 
certain to fail if he is not actively 
supported by this country (since 
exclusive French support actually 
discredits him in the eyes of his 
people). The Far Eastern Divi- 


extremely reluctant, however, to 
support Bao Dai. 

The reason for this reluctance 
is certainly not fear of offending 
the French. The French Govern- 
ment has actually hinted that 
American aid for Bao Dai, whom 
they have fully recognized, will 
now be exceedingly welcome. 
Furthermore, the European Divi- 
sion of the State Department, 
whose staff is a trifle more aware 
of the Russian problem than the 
Far Eastern Division, has urged 
that the Bao Dai experiment be , 
promoted and assisted in any way 
possible. 


ECA Aid ‘Considered.’ 


Yet the statement that was just 
issued, which could hardly be 
more cautious or gingerly, repre- 
sents an elaborate watering down 
of a public avowal of sympathy 
for Bao Dai that was originally 
proposed. Equally, those who see 
the appalling danger now con- 
fronting us in Southeast Asia, 
have been urging the expenditure 
of E.C.A, funds in Indochina, But 
the Far Eastern Division has 
succeeded in watering this project 
down also, to a decision to “con- 
sider” the matter. 


The arguments that are being 
made for this foot-dragging ap- 
proach may be superficially con- 
vincing. It is true that Bao Dai 
is a risky investment. But the 
fact remains that although sup- 
porting Bao Dai is by no means 
an ideal solution to the Southeast 
Asia problem, it is the only solu- 
tion available. The other approach 
is simply to drift with the tide, as 
we did in China, until we land on 
the rocks. 

Such is the rather unpleasing 
choice confronting Walton Butter- 
worth, the new Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Far Eastern af- 
fairs, who is not a Far Eastern 
Division man.

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Weeding Out Prejudice 

The appointment of gommittees and commis- 
sions can be a device for avoiding positive ac- 
tion in “delicate” situations. It can also be a 
means for determining, in a conscientious and 
practical way, what action should be taken. 
Mayor Darst’s new Council on Human Rela- 
tions, we believe, will fit itself into the latter 
category. 

It is made up of men and women who real 
ize the seriousness of the racial problem in St. 
Louis, and who will want to do everything they 
can to reduce prejudice, bigotry, ignorance and 
hoadlumism. 

The size of the commission is encouraging. It 
has 15 members where Mayor Kaufmann’s Race 


_ Relations Commission had 72. The new group 


is small enough to hold business meetings in- 
stead of.conventions. It is small enough for 
each member to be conscious of his respon- 
sibility. ° 

That responsibility is great. The commission 
should make itself an integral part of the com- 
munity. It must make St. Louisans constantly 
aware of its existence. Perhaps it should make 
fairly frequent reports or hold occasional pub- 
lic meetings to acquaint the community with 
the progress of its work. It cannot hope for 
much success if it operates. only behind the 
scenes. 

Admittedly, some of its problems may be more 
easily solved without premature publicity. But 
much of the commission’s work must be educa- 
tional. Specific results of prejudice—such as 
the Fairgrounds Park outbreak—will not arise 
if the underlying prejudice is wiped out. So 
there must be a direct. open attack on prejudice. 

The American ideal of equal rights and equal 
opportunities must be. made concrete. This can- 
not be accomplished mefely by passing a law. 
Persuasion is needed. Essay and poster con- 
tests should be encouraged in the schools, not 
once but many times. Suitable films should be 
shown. Radio programs should be arranged. 
Speakers should be ayailable. Discussion groups 
should be urged to take up the subject. And 
80 on. 7 

The commission should also take a hand in 
exposing those who seek to exploit grievances, 
real or fabricated, for an ulterior purpose. But 
warning Negroes not to fall for propaganda is 
not enough. Concrete efforts must be made to 
demonstrate that new and better opportunities 
are being opened to them. 

That the commission will have active and 
inflaential support is indicated by statements 
such as the one issued jointly by the Metropoli- 
tan Church Federation, the Catholic Archdiocese 
and the Rabbinical Association. These—and not 
the Fairgrounds Park hoodlums—represent the 
real sentiment of the community. With wisdom 
and discretion, the commission can do much to 
make that sentiment the practical guide for 
everyday life.in St. Louis. 

The assignment is not an easy one. It will be 
a matter of making a small gain here and a 
somewhat larger gain there. But if there is 
perseverance, those small gains. will be cumula-

As chairman of 
the new committee, he named the man who had 
made the final argument for the 32 per cent 
rate in the House. Of the four other members, 
one is an outright supporter of the high rate,

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one did not vote either way, and of the two who 


voted against 32 per cent, only one has been a 
determined fighter. 

The House. advocates of decent rates, it 
seems, again have been sold down the river. It 
looks as if they will have to turn down another 
unsatisfactory compromise and disclaim another 
committee. Here’s hoping they stand up under 
the lobby’s pressure, supplemented now by that 
of Gov. Forrest Smith. Only they can keep the 
greedy fingers of the small loan crowd out of 
the pockets of the people.

Luck, Skill aad Courage 


A skillful pilot, a courageous stewardess and 
a lot of luck all played their part in the des- 
perate but successful crash landing near Mem- 
phis ef an American Airlines: plane carrying 
43 persons. Not a. person was killed and ‘not 
a one was critically injured.-Truly a remark- 
ably happy ending for an' accident precipitated 
by one of the worst of the emergencies that 
may confront a pilot—engine failure on the 
takeoff. 

. The twin-motored: airliner was barely air- 
borne when Captain Ed Hatch saw one engine 
had quit and was stioking. He had about one 
minute in which to save, or die with, the 42 
persons in his care, The one clear spot that 


‘offered him any chance at all was about the 


size of a football field—hardly room enough 
for’ even a belly landing. Trees lined the left, 
houses were on the right and, worst of all, a 
high tension power line lay dead ahead. 

There may have been a bit of luck in the 
way Hatch maneuvered his fast-falling plane 
just low enough to get under the wire and yet 
not low enough to plow the plummeting nose 
into the ground. But there certainly was a lot 
of skill, coolness and quick thinking. Miss 
Yvonne Hanavan, the stewardess, knowing the 
danger of explosion, used her head in getting 
emergency exits open afd evacuating passengers 
without panic. Luck entered the picture again 
in the afrival of firefighting equipment from ¢ 
nearby Air Force base in time to prevent the 
burning motor from igniting the big pools of 
gasoline from the ruptured tanks. Incidentally, 
the fire danger from ruptured metal tanks in 
crashes could have been greatly reduced by use 
of the loose bag, self-sealing:containers. — 

It also is fortunate that the plane was not 
damaged badly enough to prevent inspection 
revealing the cause of the motor failure, With- 
in a few hours at most, it.should be known 
whether the failure was just some “bug” or 
chance happening or whether it was of such 
serious nature that this type plane should be 
temporarily grounded. —

42 Méh in Prison 


At midnight the peacetime Selective Service 
Act is one year old, and the anniversary reveals 
one strange result. Though relatively’ few men 
have been drafted’ under the law, 42 are serv- 
ing prison terms because of,it. They are con- 
scientious objectors: 

This is a strange spectacle for a peaceful 
America. History offers no precedent. Even in 
wartime, Americans did not-feel that objection 
to military service, when baged on ‘true religious 
scruple, was a crime, Many objectors contribu- 
ted valuable: non-military service, as in. the 
case of 122 men who volunteered to let them- 
selves be infected with pneumonia and influ- 
enza for scientific study. 


Yet four years after the war, conscientious 


objectors are behind. bars. for terms ayeraging 
a year and a half—in some cases longer than 
sentences given ordinary criminals, 

More thar half the 42 men are Quakers, ac- 
cording to a report by the Committee for Con- 
scientious Objectors. With them, refusal to bear 
arms is a religious duty, and one that has been

An acute feeling that American justice, 
as well as the defendant, is on trial in the 
espionage case of Judith Coplon was one 
of the elements behind Judge Albert L. 
Reeves’ decision to bare confidential re- 
ports of FBI informants. 


Another vital element in a decision that 
shook official Washington was the 75-year- 
old Judge’s firm belief that as a judge 
must see “the four cornérs of a contract,” 
so must he also see all the elements that 
might have bearing on a case. 

He said he could advise the jury of the 
relevance of evidence but did not believe 
he should keep it 
from the jury. 

This country, he 
said, has accused the 
Russian Government 
of drawing the iron 
curtain, If he had 
acoeded to the prose- 
cution request to 
keep the confidential 
reports out of court, 
he went on, the Rus- 
sians would immiedi- 
ately say he was 
drawing the iron cur- 
tain. 

“And attorneys for 
both sides have told ett & Reeves 
me there is a Tass reporter in the court 
room,” he added. 

The defense demanded production of the 
secret reports to the FBI after the Gov- 
ernment produced data slips which, the 
prosecution charged, were found in Miss 
Coplon’s purse when she was arrested. The 
slips refétred to reports from FBI in- 
formants and it was these the Judge or- 
dered produced. | 


Credo of a Veteran Judge 


Outside the courtroom his decision has 
produced (1) a demand from Dr. Edward 
U. Condon, director of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, for a “péfsonal apology” to Mrs. Con- 
don from FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
(2) a press conferefice lecture by President 
Truman on postwar spy hysteria and (3) 
sharp criticism of Attorney General Clark 
by Representative Nixon, Republican, of 
California. 

But the man who started it all feels this 
way about it: 

“A judge should decide on the side of 
liberality as far as proof is concerned. 
Sometimes he may open the gates to allow 
proof that leads only to a dead end, But 
if he excludes proof that might lead to

As has been their custom in

31 starts put Dyer’s athletes 12 
games above .500, the invisible 
line that separates teams going 


somewhere from those going 
nowhere. 

By mid-May last year the Red- | 
birds had moved 11 games over | 
baseball’s equivalent of the equa- | 
tor, but then they spent most of | 
the rest of the season winning no | 
more often than they lost, for it | 
wasn’t until Aug. .20 that they 
moved 12 games above .500. And 
that wasn’t until they had played 
their 112th game, just twice as 
many as ~they’'ve used up to 
achieve a .600. percentage at 
present. 

Billy Southworth, whose defend- 
ing champion Braves come to 
town tonight for three games, is 
authority for the statement that 
a ball club can’t begin to talk or 
think pennant until it’s 30 games 
on the sunny side of .500. And 
the manager of the champions 
regards the Mason-Dixon line of 
the diamond as a contender’s No. 
1 foe, a phantom even more 
formidable than the other clubs 
in a race, 

Remember the 1942 Cards! 

Now and then, of course—and 
mostly then—a club like Brooklyn 
of 1942 will score 104 »victories 
and still lofe a pennant because 
a dream team such as the ‘42

ing record by winning 58 games 
more than it loses. But usually 
the 29-game bulge Boston enjoyed 
over .500 a year ago will do nicely.

The two, who asked to remain 
unidentified, said rivalry between 
the B.A.A. and the National 
League in bidding for star college | 
players was given as one reason 
for the bad financial showing.

One said that owner 
Lou Peiri of the Providence 
Steamrollers may ask the league 
for an inactive franchise. If the 
league is going to fold, a reporter 
was told, Peiri doesn’t want to 
operate at another $100,000 loss 
this winter ag he has for three 
years.

“Tt is not a job that is learned 
overnight. Most mayors are ama- 
teurs in the field of city govern- 
ment when first elected and some- 
times the consequences to the city 
are appaliing. They are usually 
chosen because they have achieved 
some eminence in another busi- 
ness or profession or because they 
are adept at making speeches and 
kissing dirty-faced babies without 
grimacing.” 

Function of Council. 

Under the typical city manager 
plan, he explained, the people elect 
@ small council—usually five mem- 
bers in the case of small cities, 
nine in large ones. It is elected at 
large and for overlapping terms. 
It formulates policies and employs 
a manager to carry them out. The 
relationship is similar to that be- 
tween a corporate board of direc- 
tors and the president or manager, 
Reed said. 

After stressing the trained char- 
acter of the city manager, Reed 
said the second great advantage 
of the plam was the fact the city 
manager was a controlled execu- 
tive. 

“The city manager is respon- 


sible for his every action to the, 


council and must submit his plans 
and projects for its approval,” he 
said. “One of the most frequent 
crit‘cisms by those who have 
never tried the plan is that the 
city Manager would become a dic- 
tator. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. It has sometimes 
happened that the council has 


encroached on the manager’s do- | 
| do say the city manager plan {s 


main but never the reverse. 

“On the other hand, the elected 
mayor, if this city has the strong 
mayor-council setup, is given 
sweeping executive powers and is 
responsible to no one until he 
faces the voters at the end of 
his four-year term, By that time 
he may have a political machine 
to assure his re-election. 

Deadlocks Averted. 

“The third advantage of the plan 
is that it eliminates the possibil- 
ity of a deadlock between the ex- 
ecutive and the council,” Reed 
continued. “If the council has the 
power to confirm appointments or 
a voice in drawing up the budget, 
there is very apt to be a deadlock 
at sometime. This can’t happen 
with the city manager plan be- 
cause the city Manager 
servant of the council. 

“It is frequently claimed that 
you need a great office of power 
and responsibility to attract the 
attention of the people and pro- 
vide the necessary political lead- 
ership to get them to the polls.

House yesterday. | 

Bills listing the salaries for pay- | 
checks in 1951 and 1953 now go 
to the Senate. Gov. Stevenson 
wants the boosts to atract 
“highly competent” men. 


The House. approved a Dill 
strengthening the 1943 “equal pay 
for women” law. It headed for a 
questionable fate in the Senate, 


The bill covers all employers 
and increases fines on those who 
pay men more than women doing 
the same type of work. Fines 
would -be $50 to $100 instead of 
$25 to $106. 

Legislative action was completed 
in the Senate on four bills. Re- 
ferred to the Governor, they 
would: 

Protect the person who takes 
a drink now and then by requir- 
ing a full ounce tavern shot of 
whisky, gin, or rum, A similar 
Measure was vetoed two years 
ago. 

Give each of the 102 state’s at- 
torneys a state cash grant of 
$1000 a year for travel expenses. 

Authorize Cook County to in- 
crease its state’s attorney’s an- 
nual salary from $15,000 to $17,000 
after November, 1952. yo 

Tighten state fire prevention §& 
laws to prevent disastrous blazes | 
like the recent Effingham Hos- 


pital fire that took 75 lives. The 
bill allows the state Fire Mar- 
shal to require installation of fire 
prevention devices in large assem- 
bly places. State inspection of 
— places would become manda- 
ory.

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The New Films

Poetic Camera 
N OT since D. W. Griffith in his heyday has a camera 


been handled as poetically as it has been by Writer- 

Director Georges Rouquier in his French film, “FARRE- 
BIQUE,” which opens tomorrow at the ART THEATER. 

M. Rouquier gives us, with fine simplicity 
and honesty, a document about the life 
of a French peasant family on their farm 
for th® course of a year. There are no 
professional actors. The peasants and their 
associates are the subjects, along with na- 
ture and the livestock, and the humans 
are as unaffected as the cattle as the camera 
examines the minutiae of their daily lives and tasks with a 
loving, painstaking scrutiny. , 

Rouquier’s film turns into a paean to nature and the 
g00d earth, sung with pictorial eloquence and depending very 
little on the dialogue, which consists mostly of a few grunts 
from the seemingly taciturn, stolid and hard-working peasants. 
By a special stop-motion camera process some unique effects 
have been achieved as shadows are shown lengthening over 
hillsides or dawn breaking in a few seconds of camera 
time. Plants are shown burgeoning from the soil and buds 
forming, by the process. Even a cross-section of a bilood- 
stream and a few shots of microscopic life are used by 
Rouquier in his passion for detail. His perceptive camera 
roves everywhere, He catches the surge of awakening spring, 
some of the clinical detail of the reproduction of the species, 
the hot toil of a summer’s day, the reward of the harvest, 
some of the farmer’s problems such as electrification, injury, 
and rebuilding of their ancient homestead, the cycle of birth 
and death, the sinking of the land into rest and repose with 
winter’s coming. 

Rouquier doesn’t depend on such aetandard shots as 
birds billing or in song amid the blossoms. His penetrating 
camera gets an enormous amount of detail—flies crawling 
about the eyes of the patient oxen, wheels sucking into the 
mud, a closeup of the skin on a dead man’s hand and the 
fingers relaxed in death, a ladybug on a leaf, bees in the 
comb. We learn exactly how the fields are ploughed, the 
bread is baked, the seed is sown, the grain is cut and stacked 
and threshedy the grapes are gathered. We have all the 
creaking or clattery machinery of farm work, the friendly 
night sounds, the plod of the gnarled peasant in his wooden 
shoes. Almost as if we had “smellies” as well as “talkies,” 
you can sense the earthy odor. 

All this detail sounds as if it would be dull, but to 
the contrary it’s fascinating, once you’ve slowed your cor- 
puscles down in tune with the pace of the countryside. 
At the end of the film, you feel you've actually lived a year 
with the family and are surprised at the vast amount of 
detail packed into the two hours of the film. The movie is 
not coldly documentary. It has an emotional quality in its 
evaluation of the cycles of nature that is felt rather than 
spoken. The Farrebique family is not made an especially 
lovable one. But one grows quite fond of old Grandpere, and 
is moved by his death, which is depicted with the same 
serenity and detachment that is given, say, to the falling 
of snow on the hillsides—another manifestation of the mys- 
teries of nature, 

Not Subtle, but Good 

Some of the New York critics. have complained that 
Spencer Tracy, in the film adaptation of “EDWARD, MY 
SON,” does not measure up to the performance that Robert 
Morley gave in the original play on Broadway last season. 

Morley, who co-authored the drama for a 
vehicle for himself, is supposed to have de- 
picted the ruthless, power-hungry capitalist, 
called Lord Boult in the film, with much 
more sardonic wit, arrogance and irony to

sorts of subtle implications. Well, we didn’t 

see the play and can’t say. Tracy, certainly, 
is @ slam-bang, vigorous actor, scarcely subtle in his approach 
and moted more for his iron than his irony. But he knows 
how to take the meat of a part and ehew it up, and, if 
you €an excuse the enormity of his offense in not being as 
good as Mr. Morley, or are ignorant of it, you can enjoy 
the movie of “Edward, My Son,” showing here at LOEW’S 
STATE, because it’s been made into a fairly rousing, gripping 
drama, 

As those familiar with the play are aware, the financier, 
ever since he pulled his first arson for insurance on his 
furniture store when he was a plain, middle-class Londoner, 
has excused all his dastardly actions on the grounds he was 
doing it for the good of his son. These include such items 
as letting his partner take the rap for a financial scandal 
and coldly watching him commit guicide after he emerges 
from prison, cowing: the head-master at his son’s school into 
allowing the boy to graduate, though he’s a prime candidate 
for expulsion, dumping his adoring mistress on a moment’s 
notice when a showdown comes, threatening to frame the 
faithful family friend for adultery, if his wife dares to sue 
for divorce, and driving his wife to drink. The son, never 
shown, becomes a first-class rotter and meets his death in 
the war, not as a hero, but in a brainless bit of stunting 
in an airplane. The irony, that Lord Boult, as many another 
man, ;tries to rationalize his vices and ends up with them 
exploding in his face, is not particularly stressed, but it’s 
implicit. . 

We liked Tracy's work, but it is more than matched by 
that of Deborah Kerr as his wife. Her disintegration, and 
her final scenes as an alcoholic, are perhaps too realistic. 
The ugly ruin of a woman at the end is depressing, but it’s 
an honest portrait, quite different from the gingerly way 
the usual Hollywood actress hints at decadence. Leueen 
MacGrath make a sieck new siren, and Ian Hunter is his 
usual golid self as the family friend. 

Some "Good" Outlaws 
Although it is stereotyped from beginning to end, 
“COLORADO TERRITORY” at the MISSOURI is done with 
fots of gusto and excitement, and should satisfy horse-opera 
fans. Joel McCrea as a reformed outlaw out to pull one 
last train robbery to help out an old pal 
is reasonably convincing. Virginia Mayo as 
a blonde half-breed waif he picks up with 
an outlaw band in a ghost town, isn’t con- 
vincing to any degree, playing the thing in

NEW YORK, June 24. 


LITTLE more than a week 
ago I was watching a bull 
fight in Madrid at what

It was a day which ran the 
gamut. There were such rarities 
as a matador taking a prat-fall 
and being booed for his timidity, 
and the rejection of a bull aa 
unfit for killing. 

This is rare enough but is al- 
ways provided for. The judges, 
watching this particular monster 
as it plunged around the ring 
ramming its pointed horns against 
the frustrating capes, ordered a 
guy to blow a trumpet—and the 
cape-wavers retreated.

Fix It Yourself 


Concrete Sidewalks. 
UST in case you should come 
J home from work some evening 

and finding supper late, decide 
to build a sidewalk, here is how to 
go about it. 

A walk for foot traffic should be 
about four inches thick. If the soil 
is well packed and well drained, 
the eoncrete can go directly over 
it, If the soil tends to hold mois- 
ture, pour a six-inch bed of gravel 
down first and then pour concrete 
over this. The walk should be 
about four feet wide and should 
be pitched just a little to one side 
or the other so that water will 
drain off easily. 

The walk should be poured in 
sections of not more than six feet 
in length. Between each section 
you want an expansion joint—a 
sheet of tar paper is fine for this. 
Build ‘tthe forms for the sides of

the walk out of 2 by 4s with 
pieces placed between at six-foot 
intervals to mark off each section 
of wall. Pour alternate sections 
and when these are hard, remove 
the forms, put the tar paper in 
place and then pour the 4 
sections. The concrete mixture to 
use here is one part cement, two 
parts sand and three parts gravel.
